: Twelve hours later the authori 
ties were almost convinced the dis-

At midnight no arrests had been 
made, but federal, state and city 
investigators were unanimous in 
the belief that the blast signalled 
the outbreak of radicals against 
organized society in America.

Rumors. of a red wagon loaded 
with explosives which collided 
with an automobile, or which went

Rust on their 
broken ends showed they had not 
been broken: by the explosion 
itself, and an exhaustive examina- 
tion of the many badly damaged 
buildings proved that no. such 
weights had fallen from their torn 
and twisted steel casings. 


Bodies Terribly Mangled. 
Slow identification of the dead, 
many of them mangled be- 
yond ready recognition, retarded 
the investigation. That there was 
a one-horse truck, probably with 


front of the assay office, where the 
explosion occurred, is known. 

Parts of the dead horse, includ- 
ing his head, which pointed east 
toward Nassau street, were found, 
as well as the axles and hubs of 
the wheels with a few stubs of 
spokes still sticking in them. 

But whether the driver was a 
victim of the blast and now lies 
among the unclaimed dead, or was 
blown into bits, or whether he is 
an escaped conspirator is a 
that will remain in doubt until the 
last,body is accounted for. 


Strange . Acid Stains. 
On the bodies of many of the 
victims agents of the bureau of 
investigation, department of jus- 
tice, found yellow stains that 
might have been made by nitric 
acid, which is a base of trinitrate 
of toluol (TNT), one of the great 
death dealing developments of the 
war.

| $900,000,000 in Gold Bars. 

_ Stored in the vaults of the subtreas- 
ury and in the three decks of them be- 
low the street level in the new assay 
‘office were some $900,000,000 in gold. 


- This bullion, in small ingots, was be- 
ing transferred to the new structure 


along a wooden runway crossing the 
narrow alleyway guarded by iron grills. 
| The explosion tore a hole in Wall 
street, where the wagon was stand- 
ing. But the great force of the blast 
was upward and outward and out of 
this hole, was scooped a bit of sticky 
brown substance, as yet unanalyzed. 
While buildings suffered severely, 
the damage was largely superficial. 
Great iron grills torn from the Morgan

For any fruit paste it is desirable to ° 
have the same sort of fruit as that 
for a good fruit juice, one rather acid 
and the spicier of .flavor the’ better.

therefore, now is the time to make ap- | 
ple conserves of every sort.

An apple paste ee dried apple purée 
may be restored to sauce by soaking 
it in boing water and then cooking 
it. The pulp left from making jelly 
may be used as the grape pulp can be, 
or the apples may be cooked for this 
purpose without coring or paring, and 
then put through a sieve. 

To each pint or pound of apple pulp 
allow one-half pound of pulverized 
sugar. If the pulp or apple purée 
is rather wet it should be cooked down 

a little before the sugar is added. 

It is' best to cook the pulp and mix- 
ture in a thin layer in a flat boitomed 
aluminum kettle, stirring often. There 
is no need of using enough lire, for 
cooking this thin layer, to make pburn- 
ing possible. It takes a iong time to 
cook a large amount at one time and 
there are other difficulties. Cook in 
the small quantity until when the 
wooden spoon or paddle -used for ti 
stirring is draww through the mass it 
will not readily
